Dear Mr. Rousseau: 


You have asked my opinion as to whether an 
ordinance concerning the employment of professional strike- 
breakers similar to the Albany ordinance would be lawful 
if adopted in Fort Wayne. 


This presents at least three questions: whether 
the ordinance would be constitutional as an exercise of 
the police power; whether it would infringe on the area 
of labor relations pre-empted by the federal government; 
and whether it is within the powers given to Indiana cities 
by the Indiana legislature. 


As to the first two questions, in apparently the 
only reported case on such a city ordinance, a New York 
court in People v. Eastern Airlines, 237 NYS 2d 235, in 
1963 expressly refused to decide the validity of the 
ordinance because it found that the conduct involved there 
did not violate the ordinance anyway. 


Some factors are clear. The common council has 
no power to enter the field of labor relations. It may act 
to preserve the peace and the safety of its citizens. ОЕ 
course, city authorities may act to preserve the peace ina 
strike even without such an ordinance. 


Courts are very properly hesitant to inquire into 


the true motive of legislators in enacting laws. But 
legislators are equally obligated to uphold the constitution 
and the laws and must consult their own consciences as to 
the real motives of their actions. 


One factor in Indiana that was perhaps not present 
in New York is that the powers given to Indiana cities by 
our General Assembly are quite strictly limited. This power 
is certainly not expressly granted. The general catch-all 
clause at the end of Section 48-1407 of Burns Indiana 
Statutes: 


"Pifty-third. To carry out the objects 
of the corporation, not hereinbefore 
particularly specified," 


is not as broad as the so-called "general welfare" clauses 
in many states. 


Under this clause, our Appellate Court, in denying 
to the City of Garrett the power to erect a community building, 
said at page 438 of 166 North Eastern Reporter: 


"Тре statute under which a municipal 
corporation is created is its organic 

act. Such a corporation can only 
exercise the following powers: 

(1) Those granted in express words; 

(2) those necessarily implied in or 
incident to the powers expressly granted; 
and those essential to the declared 
objects and purposes of the corporation, 
not simply convenient, but indispensable." 


All in all, in my opinion a strike breaker ordinance 
of the Albany type would not be valid in Fort Wayne..
